The committee on 
ail roads and transportation, through 


D. N. Foster, presented a vol- j 


um 1 nous report of the negotiations 
nd conferences which have been -held 
oncerning1 the mnttei1 of street rail- 
way franchises. 
Incidentally, 
the 


onimlttee went on record with some 
ecommendations, nnd the report pi'e- 
ipitated 
an 
animated discussion. 


The report was as follows: 


"Fort Wayne, Ind., Feb. 22, 1000. 


To the Fort Wayne Commercial club: 
Gentlemen— Your committee on rail- 
•oads and transportation has hereto- 
:orc submitted to you' a statement of 
ts success In securing from the Fort 
Wayne Traction company valuable 
concessions in the direction of cheap- 
er fares, especially to our working- 
)eople, employed In stores, factories 
and railway shops. 
In securing for 


those thus employed a 3J-5 cent fare 
between the hours of 0 nad 8 a. m. 
and 5:30 and 6:30 p. m., Fort Wayne 
lias secured a concession from the 
street car company not enjoyed by 
any city in the United States of like 
population. • A straight 4-cent fare, 
entitling- the passenger to full trans- 
fer privileges to any part of the city, 
secured by the purchase of 100 tick- 
ets in "book form and, when so re- 
quested, made good for the holder 
and his entire family is another priv- 
ilege enjoyed'by but few cities of the 
size of Fort Wayne. 


, "Perhaps no other city" of equal 
size in 'the country can boast of so 
•fine a 
street 
car system, so well 


equipped' and 
so efficiently main-1 


'tained, as that enjoyed by our peo- 
ple. 
Much of the credit for this is 


due to the Messrs. Eoblson, who for- 
merly had the management of Hie 
road, and your committee believes 
that our citizens are to be congratu- 
lated, that when recently the line 
passed out of the hands of the former 
owners it came into the possession of 
men of established character and of 
ample means for the further exten- 
sion and continued improvement of 
the property. 


"Recently the new company, has 


asked for some slight extensions- of. 
their lines, that are, for the most 
part, conducing to public interests 
and necessary for the safe and effi- 
cient' conduct of the company's busi-

The com- 
pany has suggested that it is in the 
power of the city to nt any time par- 
tially destroy the earning capacity of 
their system by granting other street 
car companies the right to do city 
business, thus building up ruinous 
competition. 
This is doubtless true 


and. while the city should never put 
out of its hands the right to grant 
such franchises, it would ouly per- 
haps be just that into the contract 
for the payment of a part of the gross 
proceeds of the company's business 
into the city treasury should go some 
stipulation, relieving them from that 
provision of the contract if the city 
should at any time in the future pre- 
fer to encourage a second street car 
system, thereby diminishing the in- 
creased income in the 
future, on 


which the old company would have 
to rely for ability to meet a special 
tax of that character. 


"The 
provision recommended by 


your committee compelling the Fort 
Wayne Traction company to furnish 
track nnd power to any Inter-urba 
electric road that may desire to come 
Into and go out of the city, we be- 
lieve is exceedingly advantageous to 
inter-urban lines and not unreason- 
ably burdensome on the old company. 
Upon the payment of two nnd one-
